PLANS for another 2,500 homes in 
Haverhill - along with another relief 
road to link the Essex end of the 
town’s bypass to the Bury St Ed¬ 
munds road - were unveiled 
yesterday. 

St Edmundsbury Borough Council 
will begin consultation next month 
on its Local Development 
Framework up to 2031, which will 
follow the existing Local Plan when it 
runs out in 2016. 

The framework plans for 6,850 more homes 
across the borough, many on greenfield sites. 
Up to 40 per cent of these will be built in 
Haverhill where residents can “live and work”. 

The current local plan includes 1,100 
homes on land north-west of Haverhill, which 
cannot be occupied until developers provide a 
north-west relief road to link the A1307 
Cambridge road to the A143 Bury St Edmunds 
road. 

The new plan would create an even larger 
new settlement of 2,500 homes in north-east 
Haverhill - from Samuel Ward Arts and 
Technology College in the direction of 
Kedington - but buffer zones would help the 
village maintain its own identity 

There will be a masterplan for the new 
neighbourhood, including schools, health 
facilities and local shops.

Mum ‘didn’t know’ 
of cocaine in boot 


A MOTHER of two caught with 
cocaine worth £70,000 in the boot 
of her car claimed in court she had 
been unaware of what the sub¬ 
stance was. 

Kathleen Taylor, 43, of Windmill Close, 
Ely, was convicted by a jury at Ipswich 
Crown Court of possession of a Class A drug 
with intent to supply. 

During her trial prosecutor Michael 
Crimp told the jury that on December 23 
last year police officers had observed Taylor 
leaving a house in Thurlow Road, Great 
Wratting, along with a man called Stuart 
Neighbour, who lived there. 

The pair drove away and a short time 
later were stopped by police on the A1307 
just outside Haverhill, where the VW Passatt 


car they were travelling in was searched. 

Officers discovered 1.5kg of cocaine with 
a street value of £70,000. 

Back at Neighbour’s house a search was 
carried out of her Ford Escort car, which 
was parked there. The search revealed a 
carrier bag in the boot containing 1.4kg of 
cocaine, also worth about £70,000. 

Taylor had been seen to go to the back of 
her car before leaving the house with 
Neighbour. The cocaine found in the boot 
of Taylor’s Ford Escort was split into 71 
individual wraps. 

Neighbour, 56, was charged with drug 
offences to which he pleaded guilty at a 
hearing earlier this year. He is currently 
serving an eight-year prison term. 

Taylor had told the court she was visiting 
Neighbour’s home when he said he needed 


to go out for something and suggested she 
go with him. She claimed as they got into 
his car, he handed her a carrier bag and 
asked her to put it in the boot of her own 
car. 

She said she did not know what it 
contained and denied any knowledge of 
Neighbour’s involvement with illegal drugs, 
saying she did not condone the use of 
drugs. 

Taylor was told by fudge lohn Holt at the 
trial last week that she would be sentenced 
in the week commencing August 17 and 
that all options were open. 

fudge Holt ordered the preparation of a 
pre-sentence report by the Probation 
Service and released Taylor on bail until her 
next court appearance. 


Commission to report on ideas to cut congestion 


THE final verdict of the 
independent Transport Com¬ 
mission will be announced at a 
special public meeting next 
week. 

The commission, headed by 
Sir Brian Briscoe, has been 
gathering evidence on transport 
and congestion problems in 
and around Cambridge since 
lanuary. 


It has also been assessing 
Cambridgeshire County Coun¬ 
cil’s bid for Transport Innovat¬ 
ion Funding, including congest¬ 
ion charging. 

It has sifted through thous¬ 
ands of pages of evidence, 
heard from more than 1,000 
local residents via an online 
survey and directly from more 
than 119 witnesses at 15 public 


hearings around the county. 

The views of residents, local 
organisations, businesses, 
councils, transport groups and 
experts will all be considered 
and will help form the recomm¬ 
endations that will be ann¬ 
ounced at Cambridge’s Guild¬ 
hall at 7pm next Tuesday. 

Sir Brian Briscoe said: “The 


quality of submissions has been 
excellent and it has been 
obvious from the start how 
important the transport issue is 
to local people. 

“We’ll be looking at the 
problem from every angle 
before making our recommen¬ 
dations and we are pleased to 
have had input from people all 
over the county.” 
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PCI’s 'barmy’ call 
on flu drug stocks 


A HEALTH trust’s reluctance to 
supply a new Haverhill pharmacy 
with swine-flu medication has 
been described as “barmy” by a 
local GE 

The town’s Christmas Makings surgery is 
currently receiving more than 50 calls a day 
about swine flu and more cases of the 
H1N1 virus have been confirmed since the 
Weekly News reported on the first case last 
month. 

Dr Mary Selby has been trying to get a 
supply of Tamiflu, the anti-viral medication 
for swine flu, into the surgery’s chemist but 
the West Suffolk Primary Care Trust (PCT) 
has so far resisted the move. 

Dr Selby said other pharmacies in the 
town had Tamiflu in stock but their 
opening hours were “limited”. 

She said: “The 100-hour a week pharm¬ 
acy in the surgery also wants to have it and 
the PCT are dragging their heels. We don't 
know why. 

“Because other pharmacy hours are

shorter, there is no Tamiflu available in 
Haverhill between 5.30pm and 9am, not 
after 12.30pm on a Saturday and not at all 
on a Sunday. 

“Clinically this is barmy - we are inun¬ 
dated with swine flu now and patients 
need to be able to get supplies, especially 
for babies. 

“TCN, the out of hours service, is also 
cross about it. They see patients in 
Haverhill up to midnight and want them to 
be able to get supplies of Tamiflu from the 
pharmacy opposite the out-of-hours base. 
Patients are not happy that they must drive 
to Bury St Edmunds when there is a 
pharmacy across the road that’s open. 

“Patients with swine flu are supposed to 
start treatment within 48 hours and they 
cannot understand why they have to wait 
until the next day or Monday to get it. 

“The PCT have said that the pharmacy in 


the surgery can supply Tamiflu - but not 
until ‘phase 3’, whatever that is. 

“This is truly silly. We are trying to help 
patients here and manage the pandemic 
effectively. We don’t know why the PCT are 
not supplying the pharmacy. 

“They told me earlier in the week that 
the pharmacy failed to express an interest 
in stocking the drugs last November - but it 
wasn’t open last November so was not in a 
position to stock it. They have called it ‘our 
pharmacy’ but it is run by an independent 
pharmacist. We wonder if this is why they 
are being awkward.” 

A spokesman for NHS Suffolk said: 
“Tamiflu is available from designated anti¬ 
viral distribution sites throughout Suffolk. 

“This initial network of sites has been set 
up to give the best geographical coverage 
across the county using pharmacies 
volunteering to act as distribution points. 

“There are plans for further distribution 
points to be established throughout the 
county and this will include another site in 
Haverhill.”

The neighbourhood 
would be close to the site 
of new facilities, includ¬ 
ing a community football 
stadium, to be built at 
Samuel Ward. 

Ian Poole, planning 
policy specialist services 
manager for St Ed- 
mundsbury, said it was a 
long term plan and 
residents “would be 
deciding where their 
grandchildren would 
live”. 

He said: “At present, all 
of the housing is in one 
part of Haverhill and all 
the employment sites in 
another. We would like to 
create a new settlement 
where people can work 
close to where they live, 
to reduce car journeys 
and enable many to walk 
or cycle. 

“This plan is led by the 
environmental capacity 
of sites, we want the 
homes to be as eco- 
friendly and sustainable 
as possible. Part of the 
plan is to create another 
relief road to complete 
the circle around the 
town and again there 
would be a condition 
that it must be provided. 

“The north-west 
Haverhill site is unique 
because the landowners 


have gone through all 
the planning process 
themselves, before hav¬ 
ing a developer on 
board. We have a 
planning application in 
for the road and the 
houses cannot be occ¬ 
upied until the full road 
is provided. We are 
hopeful that this will be 
quite soon.” 

Cllr Terry Clements, 
portfolio holder for 
housing, said the council 
was particularly con¬ 
cerned with creating 
high specification devel¬ 
opments which would 
enhance people’s quality 
of life. He said: “As coun¬ 
cillors we have looked at 
this many times and we 
have asked for extra time 
and an extended con¬ 
sultation period because 
we want to get it right. 

“We wanted this to 
marry up with the 
developments at Samuel 
Ward and this new 
development on the 
edge of town will also 
link up with the new 
leisure quarter, with 
people able to walk or 
cycle to the town centre.” 

The consultation will 
runs from August 12 to 
October 7 and a number 
of local drop-in sessions 
will be held for residents.

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Alert over rogue traders 

ONE in five households has fallen victim to 
rogue tradesmen, according to a new survey. 
Electricians’ licensing body NICEIC 
commissioned a poll in East Anglia, which 
found 20 per cent of homes in East Anglia had 
been fleeced by an unlicensed trader and half 
did not check an electrician’s qualifications. 
More than 12,500 house fires, 750 serious 
injuries and 10 deaths are caused by 
hazardous electrics in the home every year. 
Tony Cable, NICEIC spokesman, said: “Poor 
electrical work can cost lives and it is vital that 
homeowners check that anyone doing 
electrical work in their house is properly 
qualified and registered with a Government 
approved schemes, such as the NICEIC. 
“Registration with a scheme provider 
demonstrates their competency and ability to 
do a good, safe job, and will provide a 
warranty for extra peace of mind.”

A MAN died from a drug overdose 
just days after being released from 
prison. 

Suffolk coroner Dr Peter Dean issued a 
warning about the dangers of illegal drug 
use as he recorded a verdict of accidental 
death on Ryan Palmer, 23. 

Mr Palmer was found dead at his home 
in Connaught Road, Haverhill, on March 27 
just two days after he was released from 
Norwich prison. 

Dr Dean said Mr Palmer may have lost 
his tolerance for drugs while in prison and

may have accidentally overdosed with 
heroin. 

“This emphasises the extreme danger of 
illegal drug use,” he said. 

“People don’t know the strength that they 
are using. People are more vulnerable if 
they have lost or reduced their normal 
tolerance. He had clearly taken great strides 
to get off drugs.” 


Dr Dean said Mr Palmer’s body was 
found by Daniel Batt, a friend who had 
been in prison with him. 

Mr Batt said he thought Mr Palmer had 
not used drugs while he was in prison and 
had seemed more healthy. 

“He said he was finishing with drugs,” Mr 
Batt said in a statement read by the 
coroner. 

A post-mortem examination showed Mr 
Palmer had died as a result of heroin 
toxicity which caused respiratory failure 
and cut the oxygen supply to his brain.

Queen Street traders’ 
fears over new works

BELEAGUERED traders could be 
“pushed over the edge” if dis¬ 
ruption from repaving work in 
their street is then followed by 
shopfront improvements. 

That was the view of traders who met 
Haverhill’s town centre management 
group last week and heard that Queen 
Street’s shops are set to get a makeover. 

St Edmundsbury Borough Council has 
set aside £50,000 for shop owners to apply 
for grants of up to £7,000. It is part of n 
overall £400,000 scheme to enhance links 
between Queen Street and the new Tesco 
store, funded jointly by the supermarket 
giant and the council. 

Pat Hunnisett, a jeweller who used to 
run a business in Queen Street, said 
repaving works along the entire street 
were already causing chaos. A makeover 
of shopfronts could cause further 
disruption to trade at a busy time of year. 

She said: “Business is tough enough 
without having all this work done and 
then new shopfronts fitted. 

“As beautiful as it will be when it is 
done, it will really impact on people’s 
businesses and it might be better to wait 
until after Christmas.” 

Paul Farrant, of Zeis clothing shop, said 
not enough cash was on offer to make a 
real difference to the street. 

He said: “You are talking about a drop in 
the ocean. If you want Queen Street to 
come up to date it is a silly amount, a joke 
really. You are talking about a lick of paint, 
nothing more.” 

Mike Dawson, the council’s corporate 
director for Haverhill, said further funding 
might be available in future. 

Patsy Dell, from the borough council, 
said the repaving work was due to be 
completed before Tesco opened. 

There would be a two-month period for 
traders to apply for grants and have plans 
drawn up before the shopfronts scheme 
went ahead, probably by late September. 

Adam Whittaker, chairman of the 
Haverhill Area Working Party, said the 
group would liaise with traders to find the 
best time to carry out the work.

“I am diagnosed with a serious 
mental illness called bipolar rapid¬ 
cycling disorder, a type of bipolar 
disorder, and I felt I had to prove to 
the world that people with mental 
illnesses are exactly the same as 
‘normal society’. 

“Although England is apparently 
light-years ahead of countries such 
as France and Brazil in terms of 
breaking down mental health 


discrimination, there is still a lot of 
unnecessary, and to be frank, 
uneducated aggression towards 
people with mental health issues. 
People who, in the whole, are 
innocent and do not deserve this 
kind of treatment. 

“This is one of the many things 
that Mental Health in the Comm¬ 
unity stands to challenge with its 
form and content, as well as 
covering issues such as employment 
discrimination and the seemingly 
unexplainable link between mental 
illness and creativity in the arts.” 


Mark, from Haverhill, started 
shooting the project by getting 
mental health charity Rethink on¬ 
board by requesting their help to 
find participants for the docu¬ 
mentary. 

He also received help from the 
current anti-discrimination camp¬ 
aign Time To Change. He then began 
a month-long period of shooting 
with co-director Jack Valente.

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Jail for women 
'unnecessary’

A FORMER Suffolk wom¬ 
en's prison where three 
inmates died in less that 10 
years has been cited in a 
report calling for fewer 
women to be locked up. 

The Howard League for Penal 
Reform released new figures 
which reveal that three women 
died in Edmunds Hill Prison, 
Stradishall, between 1999 and 
2008. Edmunds Hill became a 
women’s prison in 1997, but then 
became a male establishment 
again in 2005. 

These deaths are a part of the 
national figure of 1,668 women 
who have died while in state care. 
This figure includes 72 women 
officially recorded as ‘self-inflicted 
deaths’ in prison. Another three 
women died in prison and were 
categorised as self-inflicted 
deaths this year, with one woman 
dying from natural causes. 

The Howard League has 
launched a campaign to put a 
stop to the increasing number of 
women being sent to prison in 
England and Wales. 

The Lost Daughters campaign 
recommends that prison for 
women is unnecessary. The very 
few really dangerous women 
should be held in small, secure 
units that can deal with their 
needs and prepare them for a safe 
return to the community. 

Self injury rates among women 
in prison rose by 48 per cent 
between 2003 and 2007. 

Despite women constituting 
only 5 per cent of the overall 
prison population, they commit 
more than half of all self-harm 
incidents in prison, and there 
have already been three suicides 
this year. 

The Lost Daughters campaign 
cites two stories - one of Sarah, 
aged 18, who died within 24 hours 
of arriving at Styal prison and the 


second of Susan, who was 
imprisoned after a deeply 
traumatic childhood and severe 
self injury left her in a life- 
threatening condition. 

The Howard League obtained 
an emergency injunction that 
moved her from prison to a 
secure hospital. 

Frances Crook, director of the 
Howard League for Penal Reform, 
said: “The number of women 
dying in state custody over the 
last 10 years is a shaming 
indictment of our penal system. 

“fudges and magistrates must 
not send women into our already 
bulging jails when effective 
community sentences are readily 
available. 


“With the present level of 
overcrowding in prisons, people 
can be condemned to an early 
death, despite the best efforts of 
over-stretched prison staff. 

“The overall figure of 1,668 
female deaths in custody since 
1998 tell a story of neglect and 
violence, with suicides and deaths 
by apparent natural causes all at 
alarmingly high levels. 

“Each one of these deaths 
should sit uncomfortably on the 
consciences of the authorities and 
the nation. 

“Our Lost Daughters campaign 
draws attention to the shocking 
number of women languishing in 
our prisons and aims to put a stop 
to these unnecessary deaths.”

S ITTING in her 
shady 

summerhouse, 
watching a robin take 
a dip in die pond, Toy 
Martin is enjoying a 
moment’s peace. It is, 
she explains, the calm 
before the storm: in 
just a few days, she 
and husband Joff 
Duck will embark on 
a two-year expedition 
- to cycle right across 
the Americas. 

“He first mentioned it 
when we were on 
honeymoon,” explains Joy, 
with a laugh. “We were in 
Chile, sitting on a bus, and 
saw these cyclists go past. 
Joff said ‘I’ve always 
wanted to cycle across 
North America and then all 
the way down to the 
southernmost tip of South 
America. What do you 
think?’... 

“I said ‘Yes, alright then’, 
little realising that we 
would actually go - or that 
we’d go so soon. It’s 22 
months since the wedding 
and we’ll be travelling for 
24, longer than we’ve been 
married. That’s quite a 
scary thought! 

“But we’re both very 
excited. And we know 
we’re doing it for a very 
good cause.” 

Looking out on her 
idyllic country garden, 
complete with pet 


About to embark on a sponsored cycle ride across the 
Americas - which will span 20,000 miles and two whole 
years - Lode couple Joy Martin and Joff Duck tell ALICE 
RYAN about her battle with chronic fatigue, their meeting 
online and why they want to raise £50,000 for charity. 


chickens pottering about 
on the lawn, Joy pauses as 
Joff walks into the 
summerhouse with a 
loaded tea tray. Settling on 
the sofa, mugs in hand, the 
couple explain they are 
cycling in aid of Action 
Duchenne - aiming to 
raise £50,000 for the 
charity. 

Duchenne Muscular 
Dystrophy is, adds Joy, a 
cause close to their hearts. 
A friend’s son, George, 5, is 
battling the condition: a 
rare and incredibly severe 
muscle wasting disease, it 
causes paralysis and, 
eventually, death. 

Found mostly in boys, 
it’s a genetic condition 
which affects about 100 
children born in the UK 
each year. Sufferers have a 
life-expectancy between 
early teens and mid-30s. 

“It’s just tragic,” says Joy, 
a youth worker. “We 
thought this was a good 
way not only of raising 
money for Action 
Duchenne, but also of 
raising awareness of the 
disease.” 

Cycling across the 
Americas, some 20,000 


miles, would be a 
challenge for anyone. For 
Joy, who has fought her 
own battle against ill- 
health, it will be an awe¬ 
inspiring achievement. 

“Six years ago I 
developed chronic fatigue 
syndrome,” explains the 
47-year-old. 

“My nephew had really 
bad flu and he spent a 
whole day just lying on me. 
I then caught the flu and so 
did my sister, who’s 
incredibly fit. 

“It knocked us both out 
for about 10 days; we were 
phoning each other, saying 
‘Can you move yet?’ But, 
while she gradually got 
better, I didn’t. 

“It was like the flu never 
went: I still had the aching 
limbs, the terrible 
tiredness... It felt like I 
was dragging my body 
through treacle. And, every 
day when I got up, it 
seemed that the sky was 
grey. After a while, I forgot 
what normal was, really.” 

A very active person, Joy 
used to cycle to work - in 
Cambridge, from her 
cottage in Lode - every 
day. She went running as 


often as possible. And she 
was doing several different 
jobs: as well as doing youth 
work herself, she was 
training new youth 
workers too. 

“I was very busy,” admits 
Joy. “But that’s how I like to 
be. When I developed the 
chronic fatigue it was 
awful: all of a sudden I 
couldn’t cycle anywhere, 
and I certainly couldn’t 
run.” 

Consulting the doctor, 
Joy was referred to a 
specialist. “Everyone 
seemed to think I had 
depression,” she 
remembers. “I thought, 

‘No, I’m not depressed’. But 
when lots and lots of 
people are telling you 
something you do start to 
think ‘Well, maybe I am. 
Maybe I’m just missing it’.” 

Prescribed medication, 
Joy says it made her feel 
worse - even more 
exhausted - than before. 

So she stopped taking it. 
Going on to see another 
therapist, a specialist in 
cognitive behavioural 
therapy, Joy’s chronic 
fatigue was finally 
identified; she began a

rehabilitation programme 
and says she has never 
looked back. 

“I started by doing just a 
few minutes’ exercise at a 
time, and gradually built it 
up,” she explains. “I don’t 
know if I’ll ever be totally 
over it: I’ll always have to 
listen to my body and 
make sure I rest when I 
need to.” 

Joy and Joff, who are 
funding their trip 
themselves (by, among 
other things, renting out 
their cottage), plan to 
cover an average of 50 
miles a day, five days a 
week. “Some days we 
might do J00 miles; other 
days we’ll only do seven,” 
explains Joff. “And we’ve 
allowed two rest days a 
week.” 

Joff, 41, has, he 
confesses, dreamed of 
cycling across the 
Americas for years - 
inspired, in part, by travel 
writers like Bruce Chatwin. 

A conservation officer, 
Joff has quit his job to go 
travelling; Joy, who worked 
at Eotas (Education Other 
Than At School) in 
Cambridge, has left her job 
too. It is, they admit, a 
huge life change. But both 
seem undaunted. 

“Joff and I met online, 
believe it or not,” says Joy, 
laughing again. “I started 
online dating because I 
just couldn’t meet anyone 
who was intelligent and 
adventurous; as Joff says, 
that’s an important part of 
the mixture.” 

“I started online dating 
as a bit of fun,” adds Joff, 
with a grin. “I’d met a few 
mad women, to be honest, 
and someone suggested I 


try it. I thought there was a 
bit of a stigma attached to 
it, but thought it might be 
fun. 

“When I started I 
thought it was brilliant. It 
was like being in a 
sweetshop. I met up with 
one girl and we didn’t 
really get on. And then I 
met Joy.” 

The couple’s first date, at 
Quy Mill, was in the August 
of 2006. By September, Joff 
knew he’d met Miss Right. 
“We went out for dinner 
and I remember saying 
‘One day we’re going to get 
married’; Joy smiled and 
said ‘Yes’. 

“I’d never been 
anywhere remotely near 
that point before in my life, 
but we just seemed to fit.” 

A year after they met, Joy 
and Joff were married. He’d 
moved into her house in 
Lode and they decided to 
wed at the village church - 
and then have a reception 
in Joy’s beloved garden. 

Although Joff mentioned 
the mammoth cycle ride 
during their honeymoon, 
the couple only decided 
they were definitely going 
to do it last Christmas. 

And, ever since then, it’s 
been all systems go. 

As well as updating their 
cycle kit, they have spent 
hours researching their 
route. Producing a whole 
sheaf of road maps, Joff 
unfurls the first - to show 
their official starting point, 
in Halifax, Nova Scotia, 
Canada. 

The journey will then 
tack right across North 
America, through Idaho, 
Minnesota, Montana, 
Washington, and then 
straight down the west 


coast of South America. 
The South American leg 
goes through Guatemala, 
Nicaragua, Costa Rica, 
Panama - and right 
through the Andes. 

It will, adds Joff, be a 
tough ride at times. 

The expedition will end, 
in two years’ time, at 
Ushuaia in Argentina, 
known as southernmost 
city in the world. 

While planning, Joy and 
Joff joined an online 
network for couch surfers: 
in turn for giving travellers 
a bed for the night in the 
UK, they can stay with 
fellow surfers in their 
homes - wherever in the 
world they might be. 

The couple kick-started 
their fundraising for Action 
Duchenne by opening 
their stunning garden, 
nestled right behind the 
church in Lode. And they 
also organised an auction 
of promises, offering 
everything from a day’s fly 
fishing to the use of a 
holiday home in the Alps. 
So far they have raised 
more than £4,000. 

The couple have set up a 
website, www.cyclethe 
americas.org, so their 
supporters can chart their 
progress; they will be 
blogging as often as they 
can. 

“It is really exciting,” 
adds Joy. “Just think: by the 
time people read this, we’ll 
be somewhere in Canada

Stay hot by growing 
your own chillies 


FEELING hot, hot, hot? Well 
if you want the sizzling 
summer atmosphere to 
continue in your cooking, 
you could consider growing 
some patio chillies. 

But do you need a greenhouse 
to grow them, or can you just do it 
outside? 

Indeed, they fare best in the 
shelter of a greenhouse but can 
also be grown outside, and as 
there are more than 1,000 different 
varieties there’s bound to be one to 
suit your taste. 

Last year Which? Gardening, the 
Consumers’ Association 
magazine, put chillies to the test to 
find out which varieties were most 
suited to the outdoors and 
whether they would ripen in what 
turned out to be a very poor 
summer. 

Researchers grew 20 varieties 
from seed in March and put them 
out in early fune, feeding them 
once a week with tomato fertiliser 
after the fruits had set. 

They identified six varieties 
which will do well whatever the 
weather. 

‘Filius Blue’, a medium-strength 
chilli with masses of brightly- 
coloured fruits turning from green 
to bluish purple and then red, was 
voted Best Buy. 

It’s ideal for patio pots or 
hanging baskets, and in the trial 
produced around 65 small, cherry¬ 
like fruits per plant, of which more 
than half had ripened by the end 
of the trial in October. 

The other winner was ‘Aurora’, a 
compact plant producing loads of 
slightly hotter chillies which 
ripened well, going from purple to

orange to bright red by the 
autumn. 

The fruits are short and pointed, 
measuring around 27mm in 
length, held above attractive dark 
green foliage, and are ideal for 
smaller pots and window baskets. 
Both these varieties are available 
from Cookoo Box Chillies 
( www.cookooboxchillies.com or 
call 07749 828 168) and W 
Robinson & Son 
( www.mammothonion.co.uk or 
01524 791210). 

Other good performers 
included ‘Prairie Fire’, an 
interesting-looking type which 
produces upward-pointing fruits 
which ripen from pale lemon 
through orange to bright red. They 
become bushy plants, producing 
enough foliage to fill patio pots. 
However, only 15 per cent of the 
fiery fruits had turned bright red 
by the end of the trial. 

‘Orozco’ and ‘Newmex Twilight’ 
did well outside as ornamental 
plants, but relatively few fruits 
ripened, while ‘Gold Nugget’ 
produced an abundance of small, 
rounded decorative fruits, many of 
which ripened. 

There were some turkeys in the 
trial, though, varieties which didn’t 


produce many ripe fruits and 
didn’t look pretty either, including 
‘Balloon’, ‘Fish’ and ‘Friar’s Hat’. 

If you want to have a go with 
chillies, sow seeds in March in a 
propagator or on a warm window¬ 
sill, prick out seedlings into indi¬ 
vidual pots and then pot on until 
they are ready to place in their final 
25-30cm diameter container. 

Support the stems with canes 
when the fruit is developing on all 
but the smallest types and keep 
plants indoors until all risk of frost 
has passed. Water them when the 
compost is dry to the touch.

BEST OF THE BUNCH 
Salvia 

The deep purples and blues of 
these wonderful hardy perennials 
can create a focal point in borders 
or informal areas of the garden. 

The plants, which grow to around 
60cm (2ft), produce wonderful 
spikes of colour and their flowers 
attract bees and butterflies. They 
thrive in all reasonable garden soils 
in sun or light shade, although they 
vary in winter hardiness and 
length of flowering time. Cut off 
the flower spikes as soon as they 
fade to keep the plants blooming 
into September. Mulch well in 
spring with well-rotted organic 
matter and give them a liquid feed 
a couple of times during the 
summer. Good varieties include S. 
nemerosa ‘Ostfriesland’, S. x 
sylvestris ‘May Night’ and 
’Blauhugel’. 

GOOD ENOUGH TO EAT 
Summer Cabbage 
You should be harvesting early 
varieties of summer cabbages now, 
when the heads feel firm and 
before the leaves are attacked by 
mealy aphid or caterpillars. 

Cabbages are greedy feeders, so 
they need to be planted in soil 
which has been previously 
enriched with plenty of organic 
matter, and they prefer a slightly 
alkaline soil. 

For the earliest crop, sow quick¬ 
maturing varieties in pots in 
February, keep them in an 
unheated greenhouse or other 
sheltered spot and water regularly. 
They should be planted out 
around April or May, when they are 
around 12cm tall, with at least four 
leaves. Water the pots or seedbed 
well and plant the seedlings so that 
the base of the first pair of leaves 
sits on the soil surface, then water 
in. 

Allow 45cm diameter per plant 
in a border or one plant to a 20cm 
pot. Cover newly-planted cabbages 
with fleece or fine netting 
supported on plastic hoops to 
prevent flies getting near your 
crops, and stopping other flying 
pests such as die flea beede, mealy 
cabbage aphids and cabbage white 
butterflies. Good early cabbages 
include ‘Derby Day’, ‘Hispi’ and 
‘Golden Acre Primo’.

3’s good 
company 


THE outgoing Mazda3 was 
hardly old-fashioned in 
terms of its exterior des¬ 
ign, but the new model 
really raises the game with 
sharper, bolder and sport¬ 
ier looks, writes Richard M 
Hammond. 

It’s a functional design, too, 
with improved aerodynamics, 
increased fuel economy and 
reduced road and wind noise. 

After the exterior changes, 
it’s the difference inside the 
cabin that will be most 
noticeable for drivers of the 
outgoing Mazda3. Consider¬ 
ably quieter than before, 
particularly with a smoother 
petrol engine, the interior 
boasts a pleasantly high level 
of refinement at motorway 
speeds. 

That’s backed up by a 
marked improvement in 
overall interior quality, too. Soft 
touch plastics bring the 
interior trim to a level that 
matches and in some cases 
beats the better selling 
opposition, while the level of 
equipment available 
depending on trim level - is 
impressive. 

Greater refinement and 
interior quality helps raise the 
Mazda3’s game considerably, 
but it was already in good 
company as far as driving was 
concerned. Like the previous 
model it shares a platform with 
the Ford Focus - a model 
highly regarded for its on-road 
abilities. 

As a result of the sophisti¬ 



cated underpinnings, the 
Mazda3 is extremely com¬ 
petent on the road. Mazda’s 
own suspension settings are a 
little firmer, deliberately 
designed to counter body roll. 

In fact, the whole body has 
been stiffened to improve its 
road manners. This equates to 
a less forgiving ride than some 
of its competitors, but also 
amplifies the keen road 
holding. A very confident car 
through corners, it’s reassuring 
and predictable to drive. 

It should also be more fuel 
efficient than the outgoing 
model. The aerodynamics 
lower drag, requiring less effort 
from the engines. As far as the 
popular 1.6-litre petrol unit is 
concerned, that means a very 
respectable average fuel 
consumption figure and CO 2 
emissions down to less than 
150g/km from more than 
160g/km. 

Smooth, refined and free- 
revving, the 1.6-litre is an 
excellent trade-off for drivers 
willing to forgo outright per¬ 
formance for much improved 
running costs. As a family 
vehicle, the 1.6-litre petrol unit 
make perfect sense, as does the 
traditional five-door layout.

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider when 
writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or 
printer, ask a friend or use your local library. Use a 
good quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders 
and front covers. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, date of birth, 
home and mobile phone numbers, email address and 
nationality. If you are offered an interview, the 
employer will want to get hold of you so give him as 
many options as possible. 


Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades 
for each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If 
you have a driving licence, let the employer know. If 
it's clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV, so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a job - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you in 
the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and 
it may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.
